Columbus, Feb. 23.—Governor Davis 


and the state 
legislature bad before 


them today petitions signed by 2,312 
employes of the state, asking 
for a 


modification of the workmen's compen- 
sation law that would break the state 
monopoly ia this line of insurance and 
permit private insurance companies to 
compete with the state under state 
supervision. 
< 


The petitions Were presented last 
night by O. K. Shimansky, secretary 
and manager of the Ohio board of com- 
merce in connection with the 
public 
hearing before the house labor commit- 
tee on the Wenner bill that would place 
occupational diseases under the compen- 
sation law. 


Labor leaders say they see in the 


movement the hand of the liability in- 
surance companies to break down the 
compensation law and that they intend 
to fight the proposal with all their ef- 
forts. 
Complete state monopoly was 


only recently guaranteed by a decision 
of the United Stales supreme court up- 
holding the validity of the Ohio law 
which completely bars private insur- 
ance companies from participating in 
any manner in workmen's compensation 
insurance. 


Accompanying 
the 
petitions, Mr. 


Slrimansky made public a detailed re- 
port on the answers received by tin- 
Ohio board of commerce to a question- 
naires mailed to employers, February 
9, 1921, concerning proposed changes in 
the present compensation law. 


The report states that the question- 


naires, accompanied by the petitions, 
were mailed to 5,600 employers and that 
2:053 answers have been received. Of 
those replying, 2,312 signed the petition 
without comment; 141 signed the peti- 
tion at the same time commenting that 
changes should be made; 18G expressed 
opposition to any change in the pres- 
ent :law, and 55 refused to take a stand 
either for or against changes.

Washington, Feb. 23V— Representatives' 


of the 109 national and internaliona 
unions affiliated in the American Fed 
eration of Labor" gathered here todu> 
in an extraordinary conference for th 
purpose, of organizing to meet attack* 
on the union labor movement. 


The conference, called by President 


fJompers, is .considered one epochal im 
portance, and is ono of tho few of its 
kind ever held in the history of the fed 
,eration. The first business was the- pre 
mentation by the executive council of ; 
"bill of rights", and recommendation 
for a labor program. The council fram 
e;l its report after being in continuous 
session nearly all day yesterday. 
'While the councils program was not 


made public it was understood to pro 
vide- for i< campaign by organised laboi 
to combat anti union shops, wage re 
ductions, compulsory arbitration, labor 
injunctions and "open shop" propogan 
da. 


One of the proposals Iwfore the con 


ference. it was said, calls for a publicity 
campaign by tho federation to offsel 
the propaganda of the e:iem:e.s of union 
labor. 


Federal and state legislation to fur 


(her the cause of organized labor al« 
is to be considered by the conference 
which proposed to sift out tho whole 
question of the "open shop" versus 
trade unionism: 
The conference, union leaders said, is 


•xipected to determine the attitude the 
federation shall take in its relation with 
!ho incoming Republican admdnistra- 
jtion. 
Survey of industrial conditions 


throughout the country was being taken 
by labor leaders hero for today's meeting 
and all agreed that the. present .depres- 
sion was the worst the federation has 
faced in years. 


"The coal mining industry has been 
especially hard hit." said John L, Lewis, 
president*of the United Mine Workers 
of America. 


"Production is less than fiO per cent 


normal. We have 100,000 men who have 
not done ;:ny work shico. the first of 
the year. The miners that are working 
are only getting from two to three days 
a week." 


Michael Tig-he, president of tjhe Amal- 


gamated Association of Iron. Steel and 
Tin Workers, said he had never* seen 
conditions so bad, but added he believed 
the worst will soon be over as some of 
the mills already are starting up. 


Conditions in the motal trade were 


described as bad by A. J, Herres. head 
of tho metal trades department of the 
federation. 


There is, however, some improvement 


in the automobile industry he said, but 
ho reported work in the ship building 
industry as slow with little improve- 
ment in sight. 


"Thousands of our men aro out of 


work," said William Johnston, president 
of the International Association of Ma- 
chinist. 
"The railroad situation is OK- 


)ecially bad. hundreds of workers being 
laid off because of reduced working 
forces." 


The present industrial depression and 


widespread unemployment, leaders said, 
would not deter tbe federation in its 
plan to combat attempts to further re- 
duce wages and .inaugurate the •'open 
shop." 


President fiompers is presiding at tho 


conference, the sessions of wluVh are be- 
ing held in the federation hividuuarlei-s. 
There nre more than 200 delegated pres- 
ent, tho..majority of thorn being execu- 
tive -officers of various unions.

"We do not whine when our men fall

When the English army suffers a loss 
in the field they do not endeavor to 
come back at the men, but they whine 
and turn their guns on helpless women 
and children."

Howard Bury, who had, trav- 
eled much in Asia, had been chosen to 
lead this year's expedition, with Harold 
Raeburn in charge of the actual recon- 
naissance of the mountain. This will 
be in preparation tor the real attempt 
next year to reach the summit. 
Sir Francis said that the society had 
the utmost confidence that Colojpel Bury 
would conduct the expedition in such 
a way as to preserve the present good- 
will of the Tibetans, friendly relations 
with whom was regarded as of the ut- 
most Importance. 


Mr. Raeburn fs the most experienced 
mountaineer in the Alpine Club now 
available and has just returned from 
a reconnaissance of Kangchanjunga, a 
mountain in the Himalayas with an 
altitude of 28,146 feet, and it is hoped 
that he will be able to leave England 
about the middle of March.

personal affairs he 
w a s 
methodical 


and e x a c t i n g to 
the smallest detail. 
As a result of tnis 
c a r e f ul manage- 
ment his personal 
f o r t u n e g r e w 
steadily from year to year and 
he was one of the wealthiest men 
of Colonial times. 
With true 


thrift, he utilized his personal 
fortune, not selfishly, but for t'ne 
welfare of others. 
Ke contrib- 


uted generously to the cause of 
American liberty. 


It is to be doubted if any man 


in American history exerted a - 
more powerful public influence 
over the affairs of his day than 
did Washington, yet he shrank 
from the adulation of his feilow 
couhtry men and preferred al- 
ways the quiet routine of his 
home life. 


His conception *»f the stabiliz- 


ing values of thrift was best 
epitomized 
in 
this 
sen'.ence: 


"Economy means happy hours 
and sound nations. 
Instil

deep." 
No finer tribute to the 


importance of thrift to the indi- 
vidual and to the :t?.tion could 
have been conceived. 
It was 


apparent also that Washington 
v/as deeply appreciative of the 
fact that the (hv'opment of 
thrift is a function of education 
It is wiihii! the bound- of reason 
to as-Mi'rie that \\ere !:r living to- 


day he '.\ould give 
every 
encourage• 


ment to the teach- 
ing of thrift in the 
schools of the na- 
tion. 


While he did not 


give as 
frequent 


utterance to his un- 
derstanding of the 
value of thrift as 
did Franklin, his 
entire life was an 
exemplification o f 
the power and po- 
tency 
o f 
thrift 


practices. His "char- 


acter, powerful in its simplicity, 
his magnificent poise, covering a 
nature of fiery energy; his tre- 
mendous 
accomplishments 
in 


many branches of both public 
and private life; all gave evi- 
dences of orderly routine, thrift 
of lime, prudence in spending 
ar.cl investment, and the careful 
hubbardinij of every resource. 


Vv'e may glorify' his military 


genius and his statesmanship; 
but our valuation is incomplete if 
v\e fail to pay homage to him as 
an exemplar of the quiet,'simple 
and 
up-building practices of 


thrift, which formed a founda- 
tion upon which tlje magnificent 
structure of his character stood 
alike through the years of hard- 
ships and triumphs and shall 
stand as an inspiration to man- 
kind throughout all the agss.

From 
the barberry bu*h they travel on the 
wind and from grass to grass in the red 
spore stage when they again attack 
the wheat and turn black. 


Farmers do not Relieve this, but year 


after year they are watching their work 
go for naught simply because they be* 
lieve that some high-browed scientist 
is trying to put something over, which 
founds very foolUh to them. 


It is, however, a proven fact, if the 


black rust can find no barberry it will 
die and cannot harm the wheat. This 
ought to be shouted from the house 
top*. 


IB tht^pMt in TMn thi Northwwt 


hat suffered from fire nut epidemic*, 
to Mint y«n when » larger 


was sown than ever before, the yield 
was so> cut down by rust that farmer! 
have become absolutely discouraged 
about growing wheat and yet the rem- 
edy is so simple and so close at hand. 
There are very few farmers who know 
the barberry bush when they see it. 
There ought to be mounted samples of 
barberry bush in every farm bureau of- 
fice, in every school, in every botany 
class and in every bank. The govern- 
ment has colored posters which anyone 
can have. • There ought to be one in 
every school house.

els of better quality. Volume is what 
counts and marketing, while important, 
it not the only thing which demand* 
the concentrated attention of our beat) 
agricultural minds.

Governor Inouye of the Bank of Japan 
addressing the Tokio bankers. 


Governor Inouye 
was referring to 


existing adverse conditions in Japanese 
commercial and industrial Hfe. 


"The best measures for tidinpr over 
the present depressed situation," said 
Governor 
Inouje, "are, In the first 


place, to reduce the cost of production 
to the lowest possible point. 
The cost 


of production of various 
merchandise 


in this country is 
disproportionately 


high, compared with the level in other 
countries. 
With u high cost of pro- 


duction, Japanese merchandise cannot 
possibly compete with manufacturers of 
other countries, and this»forms a great 
obstacle to the development of the ex- 
port trade of Japan. 
"Redaction of the coet of production 


is, accordingly, noi only a matter of 
imperative necessity of the moment, bpt 
is also good for t h e . permanent inter- 
ests of the country, it may bring about 
a fall in wages and diminish the buy- 
ing power of tho lower 
and 
middle 


classes for a time, but. this must be 
tolerated for tho purpose of attaining 
tho fundamental consolidation of the 
financial world.
